the cautiously unscrupulous as ‘te was to cut f 
across lots to capture the willing gailer of his 


own vote. Although he made saa’ havoc with 
rural reputations, an alliance with him was 
sought by the cunning young lawyer of 
Chemung. Mr. Hill was then beginning to 
push his way to the front among 
the politicians of the southern tier. 
He was intensely ambitious, and then, as now, 
he never hesitated at the means to be employed 
to carry his point. A newspaper was a necessary | 
adjunct, and Tweed was the royal patron se- 
lected to furnish the funds. Mr. Hill had al- 
ready attained some notoriety as an audacious 
lawyer anda skillful! political juggier. His au- 
facity was established in a crim. con. suit, in 
which he attempted to bully an outraged father 
in the witness box. It was rebuked by a blow 
on the head with an iron poker, whose scar he 
will carry to the grave. 

His skill had been asserted in numerous polit- 
ical fights, fought under the leadership of Col. 
Edward L. Patrick, the Democratic leader of 
Chemung. The friendship between the leader 
and the lawyer in the ranks ripened into the 
closest intimacy. The Colonel, by the way, was 
neither an Irishman nora Catholic, though he 
was exceedingly popular among both. He 
played such a prominent part in the events 
which made Lawyer Hill and Thief Tweed part- 
ners that he of necessity must receive some at- 
tention in any narration of the history of that 
business venture. He was born in the village 
of Athens, Penn., about 20 miles from the 
city of Elmira. For a brief period during the 
war he was Lieutenant-Colonel of the One Hun- 
dred and Forty-first New-York Volunteers. On 
the 19th of October, 1863, he was dishonorably 
dismissed the service for ‘improperly enlisting 
minors and accepting substitutes therefor. The 
order of dismissai relates that he failed to ap- 
pear before the military commission appointed 
to investigate the charge. He drifted back to 
Elmira and embarked in the turbulent politics 
of thetown. His war record was the cause of 
his defeat in the race for the Assembly which he 
ran in 1666. He rallied, however, was elected to 
the Assembly of 1869, and was re-elected the fol- 
lowing year. He was known as a Tweed man 
through and through. As such he became the 
connecting link between the arch-thief ana the 
rising young lawyer who had his eye upon the 
Elmira Gazette. He was the intimate and the 
political partner of Lawyer Hill when further 
misfortunes befeli him, and he quit the country 
aruined man. Asa Pension Agent he was con- 
victed of fraudulent transactions. Upon his 
restoration to the world he went abroad and be- 
came a recruit in the army of the Spanish pre- 
tender. 

The Elmira Gazette is one of the old news- 
papers of the Chemung Valley. It has had its 
ups and downs and has been the cause of innu- 
merable quarrels for ownership. It was a recog- 
nized Democratic newspapér from the first, and 
when Lawyer Hill came into its possession he 
afterward used its columns vigorously for 
thrashing the Tammany Democracy of the 
southern tier—a work, by the way, in which he 
was enlisted by Gov. Tilden. C. C. B. Walker, 
Gen. McGee, and the late Stephem T. Arnot 
realized how vigorous were its editorial utter- 
ances that were directed by Mr. Hill. In self- 
defense they were compelied to establish an 
organ of their own, and the Free Press was 
brought into the fleid. 

In the Summer of 1870 Mr. Hill was in training 
for the Assembly. He was siated by Col. Pat- 
rick to succced him. That Fall he was elected, 
nnd the following Winter he met William M. 


tlemen and thieves who obeyed the plunderer’s 
every command. He was part owner of the 
Gazette, and Tweed was his partner. This bus- 
iness transaction had been arranged after Col. 
Patrick came back from the session of 
1870 well equipped with money for the scheme 
and information concerning Tweed’s actions 
and future plans. Thetime for acquiring the 
Gazette had arrived. The property was not 
valuable; its condition was far from prosper- 
ous. The firm was reorganized by Mr. Hill, and 
the following articles of association were duly 
drawn up, signed, and seaied, and a copy filed in 
the County Clerk’s office, where it can be seen 
to-day. They contain some dates which are 
significant when considered in connection with 
subsequent events. The articles are as follows:

Between the Ist day of July, when Mr. Hill 
signed the articles, and the 30th of July, when 
Mr. Muller, now his managing law partner and 
a member of the State Committee, witnessed 
the acknowledgement of the instrument, natur- 
ally Mr. Hill was busy. There were the usual 
details of transfer and the rearrangement of 
business methods. Col. Patrick was also busy. 
In fact, he had been busy fora week or more 
arranging the details that were to give him 
and Mr. Hill a partner in tae person of the great 
boss, Onthe 30th day of June the Colonel had 
deposited in a certain bank, which still has the 
evidence,a check of William M. Tweed’s for 
$10,000, dated June 27,and made payable to E. 
L. Patrick as attorney. The check was drawn 
on the Tenth National Bank of New-York, 
which was Tweed’s own banking institu- 
tion. That same day he withdrew $5,500, 
of which $500 was in cash and $5,000 
was a draft on the Park Bank of New-York. On 
the 15th of July he deposited $4,200 in the same 
bank, and on the 29th of July $3,600. The gal- 
lant Cojonel nad struck it rich in the Legislature. 
Upward of $20,000 were by him deposited be- 
tween the 30th of Jund and the 2ist of October. 
He was shrewd enough to draw no checks in 
‘avor of anybody that could be traced. 


further procedure. So, evidently, was Mr. Hill. 
On the 80th of July the President of the Gazette 
Company, Mr. Hill, issued to Col. Patrick a cer- 
tific of 200 shares of Gazette stock. The certifi- 
cate bears the feminine signature of David B. 


Hil, the same signature that appears 
on all those vetoes of  high-sounding 
words, and on all of those bills which 


he has signed for the tough politicians 
of the party since he has been Governor of the 
State of New-York. Jts date is the same as that 
on which Mr. Muller took the acknowledgement. 
The certificate 1s a long hidden document. Many 
who have heard of the transaction believed that 
it really was destroyed. Perhaps the Governor 
believed so when he was ransacking the State 
for delegates and attending fairs and funerals 
without limit. Yet it exists,and here isa fac 
similie of it, oras nearly a fac similie as types 
will permit:

Forty-three days afterward, on the 18th of 
September, the Colonel, as attorney, transferred 
his certificate to Tweed, and the latter became 
David B. Hill’s partner in the business of pub- 
lishing a newspaper. The transfer was in these 
words, which appear on the back of certificate 
No. 3:

On the opening of the session of 1871 David B. 
Hill answered when the name of the member 
from Chemung was calledin the old Assembly 
Chamber in Albany. How Mr. Hill promoted 
the schemes of his newspaper partner in that 
memorable Legislature is a matter of public 
record. He was a member of the notorious 
Committee on Privileges and Elections which, 
at Tweed'’s bidding, disfranchised the Sev- 


enth Assembly District of New-York City 
in order that a Democratic tool of the 
boss might be admitted to the As- 
sembly. ‘ammany then, as now, was 


in the saddle. Its freebooters were riding for 
— with the old foreman of Bix Sif at their 
ead. For the ring’s bills Mr. Hill was recorded 
from first to last. The retirement of the bully, 
Jim Irving, for a brutal assault or a fellow mem- 
ber, and the purchase of a Chautauqua Repub- 
lican for $100,000,were but two of the incidents of 
that year. For the “two per cent. New-York 
tax levy deal’ Mr. Hill voted without a mur- 
mur—the same bill, by the way, for which 
s0 exorbitant a figure was paid by Tweed for 
the Chautauqua member. 
One more chapter remains in_ the history of 
the Gazette certificate held by Partner Tweed 
during that iniquitous session. Soon after the 
session closed Tweed was ready to retire from 
the newspaper business. His partner had served 
him well enough, but he had other subjects on 
hismind. The storm was gathering that soon 
burst upon his head and stranded him, a 
wreck without partners and with but few 
friends. He therefore deputed an old 
lieutenant to dispose of his 200 shares of stock. 
The lieutenant is “‘on the pay roils" of the 
New-York Custom House to-day, an appointee 
of Collector Hedden. The man journeyed to 
Elmira and sought to dispose of the stock. He 
first offered it to a gentleman who happened to 
be a Republican. “ What do you want of an in- 
terest in a Democratic newspaper ?” suspiciously 
asked Mr. Hill, when he sought some informa- 
tion as to the financial condition of the com- 
pany. Fearful lest some tricky manipulation 
of the books would be encountered after he 
bought in, the inquirer abandoned the idea of 
becoming a partner with Mr. Hill. ‘* Well,” ex- 
claimed the Lieutenant on learning his decision, 
cid suppose I shall have to sell it to these scoun- 
drels.”” And he did. The old man was cheated 
when he came tocash in. He realized nothing 
like the $10,000 he paid to embark in this news- 
paper business with Mr. Hill. Another indorse- 
ment was placed on the back of the certificate. 
It reads to-day as distinctly asever. It is as fol- 
lows:

PROHIBITION IN GEORGIA. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 30.—The passage of 
the General Local Option bill by the present 
Legislature has revived the temperance crusade 
here in a wonderful degree. While the bill was 
before the Legislature the Probibitionists gave 
out that they would be content with a high 
license in large cities. Since the bill passed into 
‘law, however, they have changed front, and At- 


lanta is just now the scene of violent agitation. 
Mayor Hillyer, the City Council, the newspapers, 
and other prominent influences are at work tor 
the prohibition of the liquor tratiic. There are 
$5,000,000 invested in the iiquor business in this 
city by halt a dozen wholesale houses, 300 licensed 
saloons, and reai estate owners. A prominent 
physician, Dr. O'Brien, joined the Prohibition- 
ists and was at once boycotted by the liquor 
men. The negroes oppose high license because 
that cuts off places where they can drink, and 
they are forced into either free liquor or pro- 
hibition straight. Thousands of dollars have 
been subscribed toward the campaign fund on 
both sides. The agitation has extended to other 
cities, and prohibition in Atianta will be fol- 
lowed by prohibition in Savannah ard Augusta. 
The Irish and Germans, however, are quite 
strong in these two cities, and the struggle 
will be close. Before Winter is over there will 
not beadrop of liquor sold in Georgia under 
legal sanction. 











A BOLT 1N A CONVENTION. 

Drs Moines, Iowa, Sept. 30.—The Repub- 
lican Judicial Convention for the circuit com- 
prising Polk and Warren Counties met here to- 
day. Mr. Powell, of Warren, offered a series of 
resolutions reciting that Polk County had held 
the Judgeship since the office was created and 


the additional Judge since the latter office was 
provided, and that Warren County was there- 
fore entitled to the nomination to-day. Mr. 
Powell and Mr. Berry supported the motion in 
temperate addresses, but the motion was lort by 
a substitute to proceed to ballot for a candidate. 
The Warren delegates then filed out and the con- 
vention nominated R. N. Baylies, present Judge. 
Warren County Republicans have expected this 
resuit for some time and will doubtiess allow the 
ejection of some Warren County Democrat whose 
nomination wiil follow. Baylies has been coun- 
sei for the Temperance Alliance and is therefore 
rather weak in Des Moines.

THE SCARE AT MONTREAL 


MATTERS NOT SO BAD AS AT 
FIRST REPORTED. 
INEFFICIENCY OF THE POLICE, NEGLECT OF 
THE HEALTH AUTHORITIES, AND ORIGIN 
OF THE EPIDEMIC. 
MontTREAL, Sept. 30.—Newspaper ac- 
counts sent from here about the smallpox epi- 
demic and the riotous disposition of the French 
part of the population have laid on the colors 
quite as heavily asthe facts warranted. It isa 
deplorable condition at best in which the city 
finds itself, with entire wards infected, and the 








- numerical extent of the disease almost beyond 


conjecture. Tosay that there has been a popu- 
lar uprising on the part of the French, as some 
of the dispatches from here have implied, 
was to put the elasticity of truth to a hard 
test. Monday night's affair, which was de- 
scribed as a riot, had more bark than 
bite in it. A competent exercise of 
authority would have made a demonstration jm- 
possible. The so-called rioters startedwith about 
85 persons, who gathered at the East End Health 
Office at about 5 o’clock inthe afternoon . The 
East End isin a quarter wholly French. Word 
wassent to the Police Central Office, about a 
mile away. There was no response till about 8 
o’clock, when the crowd, having grown to about 
300, and becoming noisy and destructive, two 
officers were sent to see what was the matter. 
They found themselves powerless, and refrained 
from summoning help or trying todo anything 
to restore order, on the flimsy plea that the law 
would not justify them in using their clubs, 

The health office at the East End, during this 
noisy period, was in charge of Peter McDonald, 
who is ubout 70 years old. He stood up before 
the crowd and parleyed with them long enough 


for an active squad of police to have reached 
the place and stopped the disturbance in its in- 
cipiency. Capt. Williams with a dozen men 
could have walked through the crowd of 3800, 
which was composed mainly of boysand young 
men. The crowd was ripe tor mischief when 
left unchecked, however, and their derision and 
contempt having been excited by the impotency 
of the police they set out to paint the town. As 
they marched recruits fell into the howling line, 
and they numbered probably 500 by the time they 
reached the Champ de Mars, which is a bare 
field, extending the length of the City Hall and 
the Court House. These two buildings occupy 
each about as much area as the New-York Post 
Office. The Police Central Station and the Mu 
nicipal Health Office are in the City Hall build. 
ing. The Provincial Health Board has quarters 
bordering on one end of the Champ de Mars. 
Here was a splendid chance for a police raid, for 
the mob was leaderless in an open fleid, and was 
to be feared only if let alone. But the police 
kept to themselves and let the crowd break win- 
dows to suit them in the health office and else- 
where in the City Hall building, and then pro- 
ceed down the street to the office of the Herald. 
It was not until the mob was exhausted with 
its work and had returned to its starting place 
that the Chief of Police appeared. He was 
pretty well drubbed for intertering, and is still 
off duty as a consequence. It was 1 o’clock in 
the morning before the mob finally dispersed. 
The persons who composed the mob had done as 
they pleased for fully eight hours. The damage 
that they didto property can be covered for 
$3,000, as an outside figure. The windows and 
doors at the east end office were torn 
out and the contents, consisting of scanty 
furniture and disinfecting and vaccinating 
apparatus, were destroyed. Repairscan be made 
tor $500. ‘'he drug store of Dr. Laporte, a pub- 
lic vaccinator, was damaged about $1,500, count- 
ing the destruction of much of his stock. It 
would bea profitable contract fora glazier to 
make good ail the harm they did elsewhere for 


Last night the mob broke a window or so at 
the Convent of the Sisters of Providence, and 
to-night there was a squabble among some 
quarrymen at the Céte St. Louis, which wus 
hardly more than a street brawl. That $3,000 
should coverthe damage in three nights by a 
crowd, at whose mercy were millions of proper- 
ty on Monday night, shows how insignificant 
the trouble has been from a standpoint purely 
pecuniary. 

The weakness of the mob was that it was not 
representative in persons, although in one sense 
it seriously represented a large sentiment by no 
meaus to be disparaged. What it actually ac- 
complisbed furnished the grotesque side to a 
very grave condition of affairs. In this respect 
it was of less importance than the religious 
riot in which several Protestant churches were 
ransacked, or the Salvation Army riot, both 
of which have occurred within a year. 
little sifting of facts will show where the blame 
lies for the epidemic, without which there could 
of course have been no riot on any such ground 
as was furnished for this demonstration. Small- 
ox came into this city nearly six months ago, 
t has been epidemic for six weeks. Theeffort to 
break it up which is now in progress was not or- 
ganized until about three weeksago. Such effort 
then took place inthe appointment of a citi- 
zens’ representation on the local Health Board 
and of a Provincial Health Board having juris- 
diction over the Province of Quebec, but de- 
signed specialiy to bring under the operation of 
health laws several suburbs of this city, which 
have separate municipalities and which refused 
to be controlled by the local board. 

The disease was brought here by two con- 
ductors attached to the Pullman service. Dr. 
Rogers, the physician employed by the Grand 
Trunk Railway, over which the conductors came 
from Chicago, reported the cases as smallpox. 
One of the men was, nevertheless, taken to the 
Hotei Dieu, a fine French hospital on the out- 
skirts of the city. The case was there diagnozed 
as chicken pox, and the man was putin aroom 
with a patient confined by a surgical operation. 
The disease was communicated to this patient. 
A girl who took linen to wasn from the hospital 
next caught the disease and died. Her sister, 
who was permitted to see the body, went home 
and was soon sick. Then the disease spread in 
the French neighborhood in which she lived 
and soon had a foothold. It was some time 
thereafter, before the smalipox hospital, 
which had not been in use for some years, was 
opened tor patients. The delay strengthened 
the hold of the disease in the Fench neighbor- 
hood, and cases appeared so fast that the health 
officers could not keep track of them. This was’ 
due partly to lax and tardy managemen 
and partiy to a reluctance on the part o 
families aftiicted to make make known 
their condition. There is little doubt tbat 
the disease might have been stampediout when 
the girl caught it from ber sister at the hospital, 
because there was then no mistaking the disease, 
and prompt action taken by the Health Board 
in 1881 with four cases imported into the French 
neighborhood from Terrebonne insured com- 
plete isolation, and prevented an epidemic at 
that time, 

The failure of the authorities to act last 
Spring simply encouraged the propensities of 
the people inthe aifiicted neighborhoods until 
the disease got astart which the board, as then 
constituted, could not overtuke. When the 
plague got so widespread as to require rad- 
ical treatment the influence of the local 
board had been impaired and _ the peo- 
ple had inculcatead prejudices along with 
their sufferings. Moreover, in the ap- 
pointment of the _ provincial board the 
doctor selected as Chairman, although a reputa- 
ble and eminent practitioner, was the man 
whom common report credited with having 
diagnozed the case of the Pullman car conductor, 
who brought the disease to the city, as chicken- 
pox. Both the Local and Proviucial Boards 
were thus seriously handicapped, the cases of 
the disease had got past counting, and the peo- 
ple had beea taught to expeet to be left undis- 
turbed with their sick. e 

There was comparatively little trouble in fill- 
ing the smallpox hospital to its tull capacity of 
125 patients. Having no more room the author- 
ities established branch health offices for 
purposes of vaccination. The people took in- 
differently to that effort. Their indifference 
grew into distrust through the influence of 
a Dr. Corderre,& physician well known among 
the French; a Dr. Roy, of the West End: a 
Dr. Archambault, of St. Joseph-street, and 
one A.M. Ross, who sends out anti-vaccine cir- 
culars and who is said also to distribute circu- 
lars to young men of a nature which An- 
thony Comstock would disapprove. The French 
population are mainly laboring people, with all 
the ignorande and saperstition of that class in 
the Provinces. They could remember that in 
the last smallpox pavic of 1874 a good deal of 
impure vaccine maiter was used. Evil re- 
suits had also followed vaccinations on a 
small scaie in the Spring, when children who had 
hardly recovered from measies were made sick 
by vaccination. A few such cases were mag- 
uified by talk in the Yrench wards, and other 
cases Of ill results were cited and enlarged upon 
just when the agitation was at its height.

Reports were started 
and readily believed that the health 
officers meant to go into families, hustle 
the parents off to jaii on refusal to be vaccinated 
and strap the children down and operate on 
them, as if the act were a piece of sur- 
gery. Efforts to disabuse them of this im- 
pression met with little success, and the 
demonstration of Monday night, although 
not representative, reflected quite accuratel 
the prevailing sentiment n the Frenc 
wards. Since then the Mayor and Alder- 
man Roy, who is at the head of the local 
board, acting with rare energy and tact, and 
aided by the military, have overcome much 
of the popular prejudice against vaccination 
by seeing that the people understand its pur- 
pose and advantages.

A WIFE MURDERER HANGED. 
CoL_umBus, Ohio, Sept. 30.—Patrick Hart- 
nett, the Cincinnati wife murderer, was hanged 
at the Ohio Penitentiary this morning. The 
drop fell at 1:25, and he was pronounced dead 
a.,half minute later. The fall resulted in al- 


most total decapitation, the head hanging to the 
body only by a small strip of skin at the back 
of the neck. The scene was a most sickening 
one, and it was with gfeat difficulty that the ex- 
ecutioners could summon courage to.cut the 
body down. Hartnett killed his wife Jan. 
81, 1884, in Mount Auburn, a suburb of 
Cincinnati. Early on the morning of the 
deed, when she arose, he ordered her 
back to bed and charged her with unfaithful- 
ness, which she denied. He secured an axe, 
made his wife get on her knees, say her prayers, 
and kiss the floor, when he struck her two blows 
with the axe, one crushing her skull, in view or 
her five children. Officers found Hartnett dan- 
cing a jig and playing a jew's-harp around the 
body, and had some trouble in arresting him 
owing to resistance. Hartnett was twice tried 
and convicted by Hamilton County juries, and 
was sentenced to be executed on Sept. 4, but 
was reprieved by Gov. Hoadly to this date pend- 
ing the hearing of a motion in the Supreme 
Court to grant a new trial, which was overruled 
early last week. 











A PRIEST 1N DISGRACE. 
ToLEDo, Ohio, Sept. 30.—An announce- 
ment made to-night that the Rev. Father Thein, 
of the Church of the Sacred Heart, had 
left for parts unknown, taking with him 
& large amount of the church funds, 


caused a flutter in Catholic circles. It was 
learned that hia flight had been hastened by a 
religious riot that occurred at his resi- 
dence Tuesday night. {ft is alleged that 
Father Thein, who is about 85 years old, 
has visited piaces of ill repute and has often 
been intoxicated. He is also charged with hav- 
ing acted in an indiscreet manner with female 
members of his church. The dissension in 
the church grew and fomented, and on 
diverse occasions mobs have stoned his house. 
This all culminated Monday night by a descent 
on bis place by indignant members of his 
church, and the house and grounds were 
literally destroyed. Shots were fired through 
the windows in the hope of killing the 
priest, but he escaped and wandered about 
all nizht until a train East took him, it is be- 
lieved, to Cleveland. To-day an investigation 
indicates that he has taken nearly $8,000 of the 
church money with him. Bishop Gilmour has 
been communicated with, and officers will be 
put on the track of the priest.

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GETTING READY TO FIGHT 


TURKEY ACTIVELY MAKING WAR 
PREPARATIONS. 

HER ARMIES FOUND TO BE BADLY CRIPPLED 

BY BAD MANAGEMENT—A REPULSE ON 
THE ROUMELIAN FRONTIER. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept 30.—The indica- 
tions to-day point to active war preparations by 
the Porte. Eighty battalions of the first class 
reserves are being mobilized in the districta bor- 
dering on the Black Sea, at points which will 
facilitate their transportation for duty in Rou- 
melia in the event of the Sultan being compelled 
to adopt extreme measures. The transporta- 
tion department is actively engaged in furnish- 
ing means for the concentration of troops at the 
most available points for an advance on Rou- 
melia. Three battalions of infantry and a com- 
pany of artillery stationed on the Island of 
Crete have been ordered to Adrienopie. 

The meeting of the Ambassadors to consider 
the Roumelan question is expected to be held 
here to-morrow, with Count Corti, the Italian 
Ambassador, presiding. 

Lonpovn, Sept. 30.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople received this afternoon says: ‘* Con- 
siderable consternation prevails in official circles 
over an important discovery just made by Alib 
Sahib Pasha, the new Minister of War. Imme- 


diately on being Installed-in his new position 
Alib Sabib Pasha ordered all the various depart- 
ment commanders to report the strengetn of 
their respective commands and their present 
condition, and detailed severai officers to in- 
spect the various posts. Their reports have 
been received, and show that under Ghazi 
Osman Pasha, the late Minister of War, who 
was dismissed on Sept. 25, the army was almost 
entirely neglected and the lurge sums of money 
voted for military purposes used in other ways 
than those for which they were designated. The 
inguiry has revealed that the Adrianople army, 
which was supposed to be 15,000 strong, con- 
tains not half that number of men. The sol- 
diers have no uniforms and are shoeless. The 
cavalry is unable to march owing toa lack of 
horses and the necessary accoutrements. Four 
hundred horses and 2, men who have been 
fully equipped are under orders to march at an 
hour’s notice. Four ironclads are actively pre- 
Paring for sea, but there only tons 
of coal available, and their departure may 
— be delayed on that account. Yesterday 

urkish troops fired on the Roumelian outposts 
at Mustapba Pasha,a town in Roumelia, 20 
miles northwest of Adrianople. The outposts 
were immediately reinforced and a skirmish en- 
sued, in which the Turks were defeated and 
forced to retreat, carrying with them a number 
ot wounded. 

The Italian Government has informed the 
powers that it favors the maintenance of the 
status quo, in Roumelia and is ready to co- 
operate with the view of terminating the crisis,

have been recalled by their Government. 


PHILIPPOPOLIS, Sept. 30.—Prince Alex- 
ander has ordered a number of armed bands of 
Bulgarians, who were preparing to invade 
Macedonia, to return to Bulgaria. Two Servian 
revolutionary chiefs have been arrested and in- 
terned in a fortress in Bulgaria.

CAPE WITH THEIR LIVES. 

CxrcaGco, Sept. 30.--The 40 bakers em- 
ployed tn H. H. Kohlsaat’s bakery, in the base- 
ment of a four-story brick building back of No. 
196 Clark-street, heard a curiousicrackling sound 
about 1 o’clook this morning. No particular at- 
tention was called to it, but an hour later the 
engineer noticed that a cap over one of the pil- 
lars supporting the floors above was crushed, 
and that the floor was sinking. The 40 dusty 


bakers dropped their work and skurried away 
into the alley and out into Clark-street. Then 
the = up their hands to their ears and held 
their breath, as a moment later two-thirds of each 
floor and the west wallof the building went 
down with an awful crash. They were the only 
persons in the building and b they staid one 
minute longer some of them at least would never 
have come outalive. The building was owned by 
Messrs. Blake, Shaw & Page, and was built in 
1872, shortly after the t fire. It was put up 
with the rush characteristic of the building 
operations at that time. The surface ex- 
posed by the collapse shows that the walls 
were scarcely over eight inches thick, the 
layer consisting of only three bricks. The 
cause of the accident is a matter of 
conjecture, as it might have occurred through 
dry rotin the main stringers or overweighting 
the upper floors with merchandise and machin- 
ery. 

H. H. Kohisaat occupied the basement asa 
bakery anda portion of the second story for 
storage purposes. He had in the latter from 
8,000 to 10,000 desiccated eggs, some sugar, and 
about 150 barrels of flour. He estimates his loss 
on these goods at about $12,000,and on hia

WHAT EX-GOV. BUNN THINKS OF MR, STEV-

THE PENSYLVANIA METEOR. 
CLAYSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 30.—The aero-

Looking up he saw moving 
across the sky with incredible velocity what he 
describes as resembling a great coal of fire “ as 
large as the largest barn I eversaw.” There 
appeared to be surrounding it an immense 
flame of a deeper color than the central mass, 
which tapered off into a dark sinuous tail. A 
moment later the noise ceased; the firelike ap- 
pearance, the flame and the black tail disap- 
peared, and in their stead the stone assumed a 
whitish blue hue, which it retained until it 
passed out of sight.

Onrceaco, Sept. 80.—The Chicago Club 
tron ita fifth game from the New«Yoris here to- 
day, and by doing so has almost settled the 
League championship question that bas been 
agitating the minds of admirers of the national 
game during the past few months.

Keefe and 
Clarkson pitched in fine style, especially the 
former, who did not give a Chicago player his 
base on ealled balls, and who retired five men on 
Strikes after five balls had been called against 
him. He was given the best of support, his 
fielders compelling the home players to earn 
both of their runs.

DISTRIBUTING THE VALUABLE COLLECTION 
OF MRS. MARY J, MORGAN, 

The auction sale of the late Mrs. Mary 
J. Morgan’s valuable collection of orchids and 
other rare plants began at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning at Horticultural Hall, No. 26 Weat 
Twenty-eighth-street. As early as 9 o'clock 
ladies and gentlemen began to arrive, and when 
Auctioneer William Elliot stepped on the plat- 
form fully 300 people were moving about among 
the 2,000 plants which were placed on tables sta- 
tioned on ali sides of the large room. 

For five hours the sale was continued without 
interruption, and at its close 425 plants had been 
sold. For these a trifie under $7,000 was re- 
ceived.’ The buyers were from all parts of this 
country, Canada, and England. Among them 
were Jay Gould, William 8. Kimball, of Roches- 
ter; Charles J. Osborn, J. M. Ferry, D. W. 
Smith, of Lee, Mass.; William Falkner, repre- 
senting Charles A. Dana; C. H. Schiller, of 
Utica, N. Y.; Robert Garrett, William Barr, of 
St. Louis; Francis L. Ames, of Boston; Isaac 


Buchanan, §S. 8 Bain, of Montreal; Erastus 
Corning, William Matthews, of Utica, N. Y.; 
Veiten & Sons, of London, England, who origi- 
nally sold Mrs. Morgan the bulk of her collection; 

. W. McKenzie, representing F. Sander & Co., 
of St. Albans, England, another of Mrs. Morgan’s 
former agents; Henry Graves, of Orange, N. J.; 
Frederick Scholes, of Brooklyn, and Seibrecht & 
Wadley, who bought iargely for wealthy cus- 
tomets of this city. 

The highest price of the day, $750, was received 
for the last plant sold, the. Cypripedium Mor- 
ganienum, which was givento Mrs. Morgan by 
Mt. Robert Veitch, of London, some years ago, 
and which is supposed to be the finest specimet 
inthe world. Erastus Corning and Mr. Gould's 
agent wanted it, but Mr. Veitch put in the win- 
ning bid, and the plant will go back to its orig- 
inal hothouse in London. The Coclogyne 
Cristata Alba also caused a contest, and finally 
went to Mr. McKenzie for $210. As a neral 
thing the common plants sold very low, but the 
prices on the rare Ones fan far above the flrures 
anticipated by the auctioneers. For instance, 
the Morganianum, which Mr. Veitch bought for 
$750, Was very hearly sold at private sale a few 
days ago for less than $500.

ALL FOUR DISQUALIFIED. 


BUT FORD HAD THE LEAD IN THE GENERAL 
ATHLETIO CHAMPIONSHIP. 

To the great disappointment of the spec- 
tators who assembled at the New-York Athietic 
Club grounds to witness the competitions be- 
tween the Irish athletes who came over to this 
country to contest for the geberal or “all 
round” athletio championship of America with 
members of the National Amateur Athletic As- 
sociation, there wert but fonr contestants—only 
two of the Irishmen being entered, and one of 
them notcompeting. The contestants were John 
Pureeil, of the Civil Service Harriers, of Ireland; 
Malcolm W. Ford, of the New-York Athletic 
Club, and John J. Van Houten and Alfred Ing, 


of the West Side Athietic Club. By the rules of 
the competition the first place entitled the com- 
petitor to five points, the second place to three 
points, and the third place to one point. 

The first event, the 100 yards’ run, was won 
easily by Ford in 0:111-5—the standard being 
0:124—with Purcell second, and Ing third. The 
16-pound shot contest was won—the standard 

eing 82 feet—by Purcell, who put the shot 35 

t 8 inches, distancing Ing by 6 inches, 
ord putting it 34 feet 4 inches. Ford won 
the next event, the running high jump, clearin 
5 feet DR. inches; Purcell was 1 inch behin 
him, a an Houten was third, the standard 
beiag 6 feet. In the fourth contest, the 120 yards’ 
race, over 8-foot hurdies, Ford and Purcell ran 
close together over half the course, when the 
latter fell, and Ford won easily in 0:1934, the 
standard being 0:20%. Neither Ing nor Van 
Houten reached the standard, and Van Houten, 
having disqualified in three contests, was ruled 


out. 

The fifth contest—throwing the 16-pound ham- 
mer, standard 70 feet—Ing won with 77 feet 4 
inches, Ford being second, with 70 feet 634 
inches. Purcell failed to make the standard. 
The sixth contest—the running broad jump, 
standard 18 feet—was won by Ford, who made 

feet 834 inches, Purcell being setond, with 20 
feet 2 inches. The seventh contest—the pole 
vault, standard 8 feet—was a dead heat between 
Purcell and Ing, each of whom cleared 9 teet 
644 inches. The eighth contest—440 yards’ run, 
standard 0:58—was won by Ford in 0:57 2-5. 
Purcell came in second in 0:5784. The ninth 
contest—throwing the 53-pound weight, stand- 
ard 18 feet—was won by Ing, who just covered 
poe 3 feet. Ford was second with 17 feet 54 
nches. 

Purcell having failed to attain the standard in 
three of the events, was now disqualified, and 
only Ford and Ing started in the last contest, the 
one-mile run. Ing was only induced to run 
-upon the urgent solicitation of his friends, and 
neither hé nor Ford came up to the stanuard— 


hé scores remained as they wate at the eno of 
the ninth contest—Ford first, with 83 pointe; Pur- 
cell second, with 34, and lng third, with 23. All 
three having disqualified, however, the competi- 
tions will be contested over again on Saturday.

ALTHOUGH THE OHARGE WAS 
ORIMINAL LIBEL. “ & 

A BTATEN ISLAND BICYOLI6T AGGRIEVED 
AT AN ATTACK IN COLD TYPE ON HIS 
RACING ATTIRE, 

William J. Powers, attorney, counselor 
atlaw, Justice-of the Peace, commissioner of 
deeds, notary public, and stenographer, of the 
flourishing little village called West New-Brigh- 
ton, Staten Island, stood outside his office in 
all his sextuple greatness yesterday, with the 
pleasing knowledge that he hada criminal libel 
case on hand. Yesterday, however, he was 
merely called upon to officiate in one of his ca- 
pacities, which was that of Justice of the Peace, 
and, as it was a warm, leisure-inviting day, he 
seemed pleased at his comparatively tranquil 
duties. The case of Daniel H. Renton, the Staten 
Island athlete, against Eugene M. Aaron, editor 
of the L. A. W. Bulletin, of Philadelphia, for 
libel, was full of interest tothe Staten Island- 
ers. Atthe landing place the news that the 
**ereat bicycle case’ was going on caused much 
excitement. 

A crowd of native athletes had assembled in 


Mr. Powers's office, leaving their bicycles at the- 


door and taking their well trained, limbs inside. 
Daniel H, Renton claimed that on July 23 he had 
ridden in some bicycle contests at Scranton, 
Penn., clad in the usual garments worn at such 
entertainments, He had subsequently received 
a tetrible blow to his refined instincts wben he 
had read in Mr. Aaron's sheet, which claimed to 
be devoted to bicycling interests, general refer- 
ences to “‘exhibitions of indecency so broad as 
to bring a blush to the face.of a modest woman,” 
and particular allusions to Mr. Renton’s attire. 
Letters poured in upon the unfortunate youth, 
and his father, in despair, advised a lawsuit. 
Mr. Aaron was arrested and gave bail for $200, 
and the criminal libel case was begun yesterday. 
John ©. Gulick represented Mr. Aaron, while 
Howard A. Sperry appeared for the ingenuous 
bicyclist. . 

‘Bring mesome ink,” said the stenographer, 
**and Ill take your testimony. Go slow, be- 
cause I can’t write shorthand. Gentlemen,” said 
the J ustice of the Peace, “I am ready to hear 

ou. 

Daniel H. Renton was called to the stand. He 
was a mild-looking youth, with spectacles and a 
curly mouth, which went up in the direction of 
his lett ear when he smiled. He was nervous, 
and the notices in the attorney's office to the 
effect that the way of the transgressor was hard 
seemed to affect him. Another sign beseeching 
him to “Call again” hardly appeared to smooth 
matters down. 

** Your name?” asked Mr. Sperry. 

“Daniel H. Renton, law student at Columbia 
College.” In addition to legal pursuits, Mr. 
Renton stated that he was a confirmed bicyclist, 
and attended tournaments at Hartford, Spring- 
field, and Scranton, Penn. 

** Did you wear aspecial costume ?” inquired 
Mr. Pperty-

** Describe it.” 

‘*“My costume,” said the youth, blushing, 
“wasashort shirt, with low neck; short pants 
to the knee, and short sleeves.” 

“But you verspired, no doubt?” asked Mr. 
Gulick, sternly. “ Think weil before you an- 
swer. Take your time.” 

“Sir,” said Renton, indignantly, “I don’t 
know what you mean. I never perspired in my 
life.’ [Laughter.) 

**Go on, gentlemen,” said the Justice of the 
Peace. ‘ And not so fast,” added the stonogra- 
pher.® . 

“Did you always wear this costume ?” asked 
Mr. Gulick. 

“Not always. At Springfleld and Hartford, 
after the Scranton races, I wore black pants.” 

“Ah,” was Mr. Gulick’s triumphant comment. 
“Be good enough to tell the Judge why you 
wore black pants at 8pringfield and Hartford.” 

‘I thought they were more appropriate," said 
the unhappy bicyclist, glancing helplessly 
around. 

*“And why did you think they were more ap- 
propriate ?"' persisted the lawyer. 

** Because—because—I was in mourning-at the 
time.” [Laughter.] 

‘** Never knew before that it was customary to 
go in mourning on the race track,” was the law- 
yer’s comment, while the Judge looked down 
and the stenographer wrote away for dear life, 
Mr. Renton was asked whether he considered 
his costume decent, which question was object- 
ed to onthe ground that Renton could not be 
considered an expert on decency. The offending 
suit was exhibited and carefully examined. It 
was of jersey material and by no means a costly 
garment, Portraits of Renton, attired in this 
arb and gazing grimly into vacancy, with a 
background of bicycle, were handed round. But 
nota blush stirred the tranquillity of the Au- 
tumn afternoon, and 6very one tacitly conceded 
— the photograph was by no means objection- 
able. 

George D. Baird, editor of the Cyclist and 
Athlete, testified that Renton’s costume was an 
ordinary athlete’s dress, while John Cole excited 
some amusement by remarking that he had only 
seen one drop of perspiration on the offendin 
youth. The case for the prosecution was closed 
after several faint-looking athletes had testified 
to the fact that they had all received oopies of 
the alleged libelous article. A short recess was 
taken, during which it was noticed that the two 
lawyers, opponents thouch they were, walked 
up and down the road together. When the pro- 
ceedings Were about to be resumed it was 
auietly stated that the lawyers thought they 
could effectjan amicable arrangement withouta 
loss of dignity on either side, andin the mean- 
time ajfortnigzht's adjournment would be taken. 


THE KNICKERBOCKER YACHTS. 


DRIFTING PART OF THE TIME, WITH OCCA- 
SIONAL BURSTS OF WIND. 


Forty yachts started in the annual Fall 
regatta of the Knickerbocker Yacht Club yester- 
day.

W. P. Edgarton, Post Office Inspector; H. W. Hall, 
Post Office Inspector: E. W. Alexander, Superintend- 
ent of Malls, Philadelphia,and G. J..Lund, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Railway Mail Service, to invest- 
igate and report upon the New-York and Brooklyn 
Post Offices and their methods. :

JUDGE DURHAM DECIDES THAT HH 18 EN- 
TITLED TO EXTRA COMPENSATION, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 80.—Judge Durham, ‘Firat 
Controller of the Treasury, has made the following 
decision ih regard to the accounts of Gen. Meigs for 
salary as Superintendent of the construction of the 
Pension Building: 

“The question herein involved has heretofore been 
passed upon, in a similar case, by my predecessor, 
Judge Lawrence, and also by the Court of Claims, the 
formeft disallowing the claim and the latte? giving 
jpammnens for the claithant. The sole question is this: 

oes Gen. Meigs come within the inhibition of sec- 
tion 1,775 of the Revised Statutes, he being an officer 
of the United States, with # fixed salury? Said sec- 
tion is as follows: ‘No officer in any branch of the 
ptblic service, or any other person whose salary, pay, 
or émolumeiits are fixed by law or regulations, 
shall feceive any additional pay, extra aliow- 
ance, or oormpentation, in any forth whatever, 
for the disbutfsemeént of public money or for any other 
service or duty whatever, unless the same ts anthorized 
by law and the appropriation therefor oe states 
that it is for such additional pay, extra allowance, or 
ery og eng This section would unquestionably 
bar him from compensation for any extra services 
rendered to or for the United ‘States tinless the 
act under which he tee | perform these 
seryi¢es prings him within the exception of 
sal éection. Sald appropriation is aa follows: 
For the erection of a brick and metal fireproof building, 
to be used and occupied by the Pension Bureau. in ac- 
cordance with plans to be approved by the Sectetary 
of Warand the secretary of the Interior, under the 
supervision of Gen. M. C. Meigs, tate Quartermaster- 
Gehefal United States Armf, retired: the sumi of &250,- 
000 appropristed by the Sundry Civil Act, approved 
Mane 3%, 1881. is hereby reappropriated and made 
available for this purpose.’ (see 22 Stat, 824.) Did 
Congress by this act intend to My the duty of su- 
perintendipg said building on Gen. Meigs without oom- 
pensation, or create & new office not ifcompati- 
ble with the one he held, and provide ertra allowance 
or SS for the servides to be rendered by 
him? To my mind the question {s not free from donbi. 
If the . had directed said building to be constracted 
under t supervision of some competent architect, 
and the Seay ad of the Intertor had assigned Gen. 
Meigs to that duty, héthen would not have béen en- 
titled to any pay for his services, as he would have 
come within the inhibition of seetish 1,765. But 
the act inakin the appropriation for the 
erection of said building designated under 
whose gupervision the same was to ba done, 

der thé supervision of Gen. M. C. Meigs, 
late Quartérmaster-General United States Army, re- 
tied, and then appropriates $250,000 to ba available 
fot the purpose of erecting said building. If this act 
ad fixed Gen. Meigs’s Goinpensation there could have 
gen no doubt that§heiwould be entitled tothe same.

Those persons who have long been per- 
plexed and annoyed at the time it takes 
for the delivery of letters between this 
rity and Brooklyn will be interested in 
the report to the Post Office Department 
on the causes of the vexatious delays. 
They will also be gratified that practical 
suggestions are made for the improve- 
ment of the mail service between the two 
cities which promise to put an end to the 
causes of complaint. 








The refusal of Prof. AGassiz to accept 
the superintendency of the Coast Survey 
is to be regretted. The recent investiga- 
tion of that bureau has shown that it has 
been conducted in a highly unbusinesslike 
manner. Nevertheless it would be a great 
mistake to put it in charge of an official 
who had a standing merely for administra- 
tive qualities, without regard to his attain- 
ments in science. The work of the survey 
is, in the judgment of all persons either 
here or abroad who are entitled to hold 
an opinion about it, most creditable to the 
country. This reputation the Coast Sur- 
vey would forfeit if the scientific men in 
it were made mere assistants to a chief 
who neither knew nor cared what the 
scientific value of their work might be. 
On the other hand, there are very few 
scientific men who are competent to take 
charge of a public office that undoubtedly 
requires businesslike as well as scientific 
ability. Prof. AGassiz is one of the few 
who have proved their competency in 
both respects, 








It has all along been understood that 
Surgeon-General Hamitton’s tender of 
his resignation was intended to give the 
President an opportunity to deal with the 
place as he might see fit. The natural re- 
sult was an immediate “ pressure” from 
the politicians which has been success- 
fully resisted. The President has adopted 
the sensible course of refusing to accept 
the resignation on the simple and sufficient

A strike against compulsory vaccina- 
tion is a new form of labor trouble. The 
resort to it at least proves the obstinacy 
of the French Canadians and their im- 
mense power of passive resistance to what 
they do not like. They have exercised 
this power to such effect that the part of 
Canada which they inhabit and control is 
from one to three centuries behind the 
age. To them vaccination is still a “‘ new- 
fangled notion” which they do not mean 
to put up with. Their sincerity is at- 
tested by their strike, since, in a general 
way, they are averse to quarreling 
with their bread and butter. This aver- 
sion and the tractability which it implies 
have made them favorites among the em- 
ployers of labor in New-England, quite as 
much as their industry or their willing- 
ness towork cheap. The Montreal peo- 
ple, we are glad to see, are disposed to 
hold the priests to the responsibility of 
their influence. It is now given out that 
the priests are to be invited to address 
meetings held for the purpose of persuad- 
ing the French Canadians to submit to 
vaccination as a measure in the interest 
of the whole community. The. priests 
will find it difficult to refuse this invita- 
tion, while if they accept it they estop 
themselves from making any further use 
of what has been ever since the epidemic 
broke out the staple of their pulpit elo- 
quence. 





An esteemed correspondent reminds us 
that Col. ANson S. Woop, the Republican 
candidate for Secretary of State, was as 
brave a soldier as ever faced a _ foe, 
That makes five soldiers on the ticket.

doubted, would be victories for both clubs.

Chicago has 
now won two of the four games with 
New-York. Even if New-York wins the 
remaining two games, assuming that both 
clubs beat their other competitors, Chi- 
cago will still be one ahead, and will take 
the championship. 








THE MASSACHUSETTS 
LICANS. 


The work of the convention held at 
Springfield yesterday was easily and ex- 
peditiously performed, and was, on the 
whole, creditable to the Republican Party 
in Massachusetts. The smoothness and 
harmony which characterized the pro- 
ceedings were due to the accuracy with 
which the work was laid out beforehand 
so as to meet the views of the twelve 
hundred delegates who made up the 
cohvention. They had nothing to do but 
adopt the programme provided for them. 
The present State officers were renomi- 
nated with the exception of the Treasurer, 
the present incumbent of that office hav- 
ing reached the limit of continuous service 
permitted by the Constitution. For his 
place Mr. A. W. BEARD was nominated, a 
politician who has deserved well of his 
party, and withal a capable and upright 
man. The ticket is one to which no ex- 
ception can be taken. 

The Republicans of Massachusetts are 
generally looked to for something pro- 
gressive in the way of defining the position 
of the party, but nothing of this kind is 
to be found in the platform adopted at 
Springfield or in the ‘“ keynote” sounded 
by Senator Hoar. The platform is a very 
mild document, containing some excellent 
declarations, such as those in favor 
of a national bankrupt law, the ‘‘sus- 
pension of the overvalued silver dol- 
lar,” and the extension of the prin- 
ciple of the Civil Service act. Its 
framers could not refrain from claiming 
for the party the exclusive credit of pass- 
ing that act, which does not belong to it, 
but they may be pardoned in view of the 
explicit manner in which they pledged 
the organization to the support of the re- 
form. The progressive advance of the 
party in this direction is a matter for con- 
gratulation and will furnish the strongest 
ground it can present for a renewal of 
confidence, provided it is careful here- 
after to make its candidates as sound as 
its professions. 

The platform makers of Massachusetts 
showed themselves sufficiently in advance 
of those of other States to refrain from 
foolish abuse of the National Adminis- 
tration, but not sufficiently sagacious to 
pronounce a fair and discriminating judg- 
ment upon its work. Its sole reference to 
it consists of a denunciation of the pardon 
of MULLEN, an act that is deserving of 
criticism, but hardly conspicuous enough 
to be taken as a basis for judging the 
President. 

Both the presiding officer and the Plat- 
form Committee made a laborious effort 
to frame an issue out of an old question, 
which is much less important now than 
it was when the Republican Party had 
full control of the Natiénal Administra- 
tion. They both assumed the existence 
of agreat evil in the South in the sup- 
pression of the negro vote. Mr. Hoar 
made a somewhat nebulous and compli- 
cated proposition for the remedy of this 
evil,~the substance of which seems to 
,be the restoration of the Repub- 
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ground that the good of the service does. 


‘lican Party to power. The effective- 
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what doubtful by: the fact that the evil 
is generally acknowledged to be much 
less flagrant than it was for some years 
while that party was in power, and whén 
it found itself unable or unwilling to do 
anything to mitigate it. The platform 
proposes to agitate and protest, to appeal 
to public opinion, and to seek redress in 
aroused public conscience and in proper 
legislation. It seems to be somewhat late 
for this process. The time has ‘gone by 
when it can be safely assumed that a light 
vote and a Democratic majority in Georgia 
or South Carolina is solely due to the 
violent or fraudulent suppression of the 
ballots of colored Republicans. There are 
other causes the extent of which cannot 
be exactly measured, and the fluctuation 
of votes:in the several ‘States is a rather 
intangible basis upon which to found a 
party policy. If agitation and the arous- 
ing of conscience on this subject did not 
work when there were specific ‘‘ out- 
rages” chronicled in every canvass, it is 
not likely to inflame public opinion 
when these are no longer heard of, but 
the problem of negro suffrage is being 
quietly worked out by those immediately 
concerned with its effects. 

We may be sure that no issue can be 
made out of this question in the North, 
and if anything is to be done for its proper 
settlement other means than the exciting 
of sectional prejudice will have to be 
adopted. If this whole matter had been 
left out of the proceedings of the conven- 
tion it would have been better; but per- 
haps it was too much to expect that the 
exciting controversies of the past should’ 
be given up even in Massachusetts with- 
out a last effort to fan them into life. 
But all this will hardly count in the pend- 
ing canvass. The Republicans of the 
Bay State have sound timber enough in 
their platform to stand upon and a very 
good ticket, and there is no reason why a 
quiet canvass should not end in an easy 
and comfortable victory.

The horde of Democratic spoilsmen at 
Saratoga who made Davip B. HILL the 
candidate of their party probably took lit- 
tle thought about any except the most re- 
cent portions of Mr, HILw’s record. But 
the experienced politicians who took 
part in the work of the convention 
and helped to fix its choice of a ticket 
can hardly have had such short mem- 
ories as to forget altogether the circum- 
stances of Mr. HILL’s entrance upon pub- 
lic life fifteen years ago, the men with 
whom he was then politically and per- 
sonally associated, and the measures with 
which his name was connected in his first 
term in the Assembly in 1871. 

If these Democratic managers did not 
suffer from any such failure of memory 
the one conspicuous fact recalled by them 
must have been the subserviency of the 
young Elmira Assemblyman to WILLIAM 
M. TwEEn in the session of 1871; and the 
nature of the work which Mr. TWEED 
called upon his willing tools to perform 
in that session has certainly been forgot- 
ten by nobody. 

The intimate character of the relation 
between HiILL and TWEED has never been 
fully understood by the public. We pub- 
lish some documents this morning which 
throw a revealing light upon that hith- 
erto obscure point. They show that As- 
semblyman HILL was not merely a hench- 
man of TWEED’s, voting as he was bidden 
upon the monstrously corrupt bills which 
TWEED found it necessary to pass at 
Albany in order to increase his opportu- 
nities for plunder in this city. He was 
more than this—he was TWEED’s partner 
and associate in the business of running 
a newspaper at Elmira, Ten thousand 
dollars of TWEED’s money went toward 
the purchase of the newspaper in 
July, 1870, his instrument in the negotia- 
tion and payment of the money being 
EpWARD L. PATRICK, a political friend 
of Mr. HILL, who was a shareholder 
in the newspaper and its control- 
ling spirit. In September, 1870, the 
certificates of stock held by Part- 
RICK as attorney were transferred to 
Witui1amM M. TWEED, and he continued to 
be Mr. HILu’s partner in the business un- 
til June 17, 1871, when his 200 shares of 
stock were sold—at a considerable sacri- 
fice—and a new certificate representing 
those shares was issued, as is positively 
affirmed, to Davip B. HILL. 

It was during the joint ownership of 
the Elmira Gazette by Davin B, HILL and 
Wi.uiaM M. Tweep that TWEED and his 
fellow-thieves made their last desperate 
raid upon the Treasury of New-York City. 
It was in that memorable session of 1871 
that Winans was bought and the infa- 
mous Tax Levy bill passed. Assemblyman 
HiLy helped in this work with his votes 
and Editor HILu aided it with his pen.

MR, BOUTWELL ON SILVER, 


On Saturday Mr. BouTwELL, formerly 
Secretary of the Treasury, addressed the 
Middlesex Club of Boston on the silver 
question. Prima facie an ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury should have views on finance 
worthy of attention; but Mr. BoUTWELL 
is an exception to ordinary rules, and a 
particularly conspicuous exception to the 
rule referred to. The fact that he was 
Secretary of the Treasury at the time was 
calculated to unsettle the observer's con- 
fidence in the fitness of things, and his 
conduct and views while in that position 
prevented all thoughtful persons from 
forming in advance any idea of his proba- 
ble opinions or from seriously reasoning 
on them when they were disclosed. 

Still, the very confusion into which the 
mind of the Groton merchant and ex- 
Secretary is plunged by the contemplation 
of the silver question has in itself a cer- 
tain significance. Mr. BoUTWELL is un- 
deniably a representative of a class which, 


we are happy to say, is not very numer- } 


ous, but which has a certain influence in 
the community, and must be counted with, 
in making any estimate of current public 
opinion. It is a class which takes a super- 
ficial view of public questions, and espe- 


- cially financial questions, but which has 


not the common sense that often goes 
with limited information, but insists on 
takine into consideration a great many 


aches ay res 
‘ : 
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more facts than its mental-grasp can con- 
veniently handle. The plain man of bus- 
iness of moderate experience and modest 
aspirations often reaches correct conclu- 
sions on very wide questions, because he 
applies to them the principles which have 
been made clear to him by the facts with 
which he is familiar. But the man of lim- 
ited vision who feels ambitious to have a 
comprehensive theory and to support it 
by a variety of facts with which he has 
‘no practical familiarity and no capacity 
for carefully studying, sometimes reaches 
very surprising conclusions, as Mr. Bout- 
WELL does in this essay. 

Mr. BoUTWELL’s theory of how we got 
into the trouble by which we are now as- 
sailed is of relatively small interest, and 
we may add that it is reasonably correct. 
His conception of how we are to get out 
of the trouble is more noteworthy, because 
it is practically his notion that we cannot 
get out, but must try to make ourselves as 
comfortable as possible and induce a few 
other nations to join us in our misery. 
We must accept what hd pleases to call 
the fact that ‘‘gold is no longer a cur- 
rency in the United States,” and that “‘ for 
the present our metal currency must be 
silver.” We must frankly substitute silver 
certificates for the coin now in circulation, 
and get on as best we can with them. “ If 
we werefree to act, and were to choose 
between silver and gold, the preference 
would be for gold, if other nations would 
accept silver. But we are not now in a 
condition to choose our standard. We 
have made our choice, and for the present 
we must abide by it.” But ‘‘ the United 
States should make an effort through a vig- 
orous diplomacy to secure the union of the 
silver-using States of Europe, of Mexico, 
and the States of South America in sup- 
port of the bimetallic system.” Meanwhile 
there would be no use in stopping the sil- 
ver coinage, though we might limit it to 
a million a month ‘‘ without notice to the 
world that a change of policy had been 
made,” 

We have called these conclusions sur- 
prising. They areso as far as anything 
about finance can surprise us from Mr. 
BOUTWELL. It is surprising to learn that 
gold is no part of our currency when we 
have a hundred millions in the Treasury 
in which the Government notes are re- 
deemable and on application are actually 
redeemed; when we have, also, in the 
Treasury a varying sum of gold on de- 
posit represented by certificates in the 
hands of the banks and in current circula- 
tion, and when we have in the banks of 
New-York alone $110,000,000 of gold 
which forms the basis of daily transac- 
tions. It is surprising, also, to have sug- 
gested to us that a ‘* vigorous diplomacy” 
would enable us to get a bimetallic 
policy adopted by the “ silver-using 
States of Europe” and by our Southern 
neighbors. Have we not tried all the 
vigor we could put into our diplomacy to 
secure this end on two occasions within 
seven years, and with absolutely no re- 
sult and with less prospect of result now 
than ever before? It is unfortunate 
thata man of Mr. BoUTWELL’s position 
should give to the public such hopeless 
nonsense, but perhaps in the present 
temper of the public it may not produce 
much effect except to slightly deepen the 
mild indifference with which he is regard- 
ed, when he is regarded at all. 











“WAR RECORDS.” 


Except the actual soldiers in the field 
there are few Americans who were in 
public life twenty years ago who would 
care to have their public speeches and 
writings brought out for minute inspec- 
tion. Those members of Congress who 
were guilty of nothing more were gen- 
erally guilty of extravagant predictions 
and hasty criticisms which would look 
very foolish in the light of history. 

If thisis the case with deliberate and 
public utterances, much more is it the 
case with casual outgivings, either in 
speech or in writing, which were not in- 
tended to be known except to the person 
to whom they were immediately imparted. 
For this reason the recent publication of a 
letter written by Mr. Murat HaLsTeEapD to 
Secretary CHASE is to be especially depre- 
cated. Mr. HaLsTEaD was overflowing 
twenty-two or twenty-three years ago 
with patriotic zeal of the most creditable 
kind, and wrote letters upon the conduct of 
the war with the persistence and facility 
of Toots. These letters were not always 
as creditable to his head as to his heart, 
for a hot head is not generally considered 
as desirable an element of character as a 
warm heart. Some of these letters were 
held in little estimation by the receivers of 
them. If we mistake not, one of them 
was found among the papers of Gen. 
HALLECK after his death, indorsed ‘‘ Hat- 
STEAD, M. His opinion of the way this 
war should be conducted.” Beyond 
a doubt HatstTeEap, M., was at that 
time bestowing his opinions of the 
way in which the war should be 
conducted with great freedom both upon 
those who asked for it and upon those who 
had neglected that duty. So were a great 
many other worthy citizens. President 
LINCOLN used to be overwhelmed with 
delegations of eminent business men who 
called upon him to urge the claims of this 
or that General, or to bring to his notice 
an infallible plan of campaign. It would 
be a great injustice to those of the dele- 
gates who survive and to the memory of 
those who are dead if their share in these 
performances were to be revived, since 
not more than one man in a million had 
the sense to hold his tongue when his 
feelings were so warmly enlisted as those 
of every body. were. 

Happily for these persons their indiscre- 
tions were generally oral, while Mr. Hal- 
STEAD was compelled to wreak his emo- 
tions upon letter paper. The revival of 
his letter to Mr. Coase would not have 
done much harm if it had not occurred to 
some interviewer to ask Gen. SRERMAN 
what he thought about it. Gen. SHER- 
MAN in his age is as ready to tell what 
he thinks about things as was Mr. 
HatstgaD in his hot youth, and, 
with his unfailing ‘candor, he named 
several other persons who had made 
comments upon the conduct of the war 
as unwise as those of Mr. HALSTEAD now 
appear to be. These persons have natu- 





rally resented being singled out in this 
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fashion by the frank veteran, and with 
some reason. It is time for the statute of 
limitations to run against the war records 
of civilians, proyided they are not rec- 
ords of disloyalty. The number of Amer- 
icans who were of mature years during 
the war, and who did not have something 
very foolish to say of military operations, 
is extremely small.

THE PROHIBITION BOOM BECOMING A LESS 
DISTURBING FACTOR. 

CoLtuMBus, Ohio, Sept. 30.—The Ohio 
political campaign is now being pushed with the 
utmost vigor by both the leading parties, while 
the Prohibitionists are conducting a campaign 
calculated to make the contest decidedly Inter- 
esting to the Republicans, although it is mani- 
fest that as the time for the election approaches 
and party lines are drawn more closely the pros- 
pects of a heavy prohibition vote grow less 
probable. Two weeks ago this vote would have 
undoubtedly reachei 25,000, but now the Demo- 
crats rely wholly upon it for success. Many 


stanch temperance men refuse to be used to 
further the success of that party in the coming 
election. Word comes from many localities in 
the State that the’ Probibition boom, which 
looked so formidable a month ago, has prac- 
tically spent its force, and trom this on 
will gradually disappear as a_ formidable 
side issue in the contest, and that the 
vote polled will not exceed 15,000. While it is 
true that the meetings of Dr. Leonard are large- 
y attended and excite much enthusiasm for the 
ime being, the eifect has been to strengthen the 
Republicans, especially among the Germans. 
The very bitter personal attacks on Senator 
Sherman by Dr, Leonard have had the opposite 
effect intended.

CINCINNATI, Sept. 30.—The five days al- 
lowed under the new Jaw for the registration of 
voters expired last night, and the returns, to the 
surprise of everybody, particularly Repnblic- 
ans, show a total registration of something over 
60,000 voters, or more than a thousand in ex- 
cess of the vote at the Presidential election— 
the largest vote the city has ever polled. 
The law provides that the _ registration 
shall be reopened on the ‘7th for the 
accommodation of persons who have been out 
of the city or otherwise prevented from register- 
ing during the days reguiarly prescribed. It is 
kaown that a good many will register on that 
day, increasing the total registration to a num- 
ber so far in excess of the vote heretofore 
polled as to make it quite impossible to ac- 
count for it on the ground of increase of pop- 
ulation. The only otherexplanation is that there 
has been fraudulent registration. A crooked 
character belonging in the Third Ward was ar- 
rested at the Lincoln Club House last evening 
while trying to dispose of six certificates of 
registration at $2 each. It is reported to-da 
that others have supplies of certificates whic 
they expect to dispose of at a good price on 
election day. It is the — belief, however, 
that the registration will accomplish a good pur- 
pose in spite of occasional frauds.

NO CHARGES MADE, BUT THE PLACE GIVEN 
TO ONE OF STERLING'S FRIENDS, 

Matters at the Custom House were very 
auiet yesterday. Late in theafternoon Surveyor 
Beattio announced that Col..James C. Rankin, 
custodian of the Barge Office, had been re- 
moved, and that he had sent the final papers 
in the case of Foreman Charies H. Dake, 
of the Brooklyn district, to the Col 
lector, and that this would complete the steps 


necessary for Mr. Dake’s removal. He also an 
nounced that with the close of business yester- 
day the official life of Deputy Surveyor Kibbe 
would terminate, but that no successor.had yet 
been named. When Mr. Kibbe’s removal wag 
mentioned to Collector Hedden that function- 
ary said that he was not aware of it. In the 
Special Agent’s department Treasury Inspector 
Duncan C. Harrison was suspended pending an 
investigation of the charges brought by Com. 
modore Ferguson, of Philadelphia. 

When Foreman Dake went to the Custom 
House yesterday afternoon with a friend to 
draw bis pay for Septemper ne was met by a 
messenger with a letter before he had reached 
the Collector’s office. The letter informed him 
that on and after Sept. 30 his services would no 
longer be required. he letter was dated Sept. 
22. the day on which Weigher Sterling 
was suspended, and was signed by Collector 
Hedden. Mr. Dake immediately obtained an 
audience with Collector Hedden to learn what 
char; had been preferred against him. Mr. 
Hedden said that there were -no charges what- 
ever; Mr. Dake had ey been removed, and 
that was ail there was to it. During the after- 
noon ‘Assistant Weigher McHlroy was designated 
to fill the vacant place until further notice. Mc- 
Elroy is a warm friend of Sterling, the 
suspended Weigher, and is supposed toa 
carry around in his pocket a considerable 
amount of what is technically known as “*in- 
fluence.” Sterling was a few days ago heard to 
say that he was. bound to control the patron- 
age of the Brooklyn district po matter what 
happened, and this removal of Foreman Dake 
to give Sterling’s friend a chance is looked upon 
as the first verification of his statement. Polit- 
feally the district which Foreman Dake had 
chargé of-is an important one. It is considered 
almost certain tbat if Mr. Dake had been in 
charge of avy of the other districts he would 
not have been disturbed. : 

Foreman Dake is spoken of.as having been a 
good weigher and a faithful official. He had 
worked his way up from the ranksin the serv- 
ice and had passed through several civil service 
examinations with credit. His probationary 
period asforeman ended last April, when he 
was made a permanent foreman by Secre- 
tary Manning. Mr. Dake served with 
credit during the war, and is a member 
of the Grand Army ot the Republic, 
the Brooklyn comrades of which were very in- 
dignant last evenifig over his removal. Ata 
meeting of the Executive Committee of tbe 
Veterans’ Rights Association, in the Brooklyn 
City Hall Building, the subject of the removal 
was quite warmly discussed. It is understood 
that a committee was appointed to inquire inta 
the matter witha view of taking action. It ig 
expected that a committee will go to Washing- 
ton ina few days to look after the rights of 
veterans under the Civil Service law. 

It was currently reported along the Brooklyn 
wharves yesterday afternoon that Sterling had 
been reinstated as weigher. Mr. Sterling bim- 
self, however, who was seen at his home, at No, 
121 Jay-street, last evening. professed to know 
nothing about it.. He had been at Fort Hamil-

A CENTENNIAL CONVENTION. 





MEETING OF PROTESTANT EPISCOPALIANS 
IN TRINITY CHURCH. 

The centennial convention of the Prote 
estant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of New. 
York was organized in Trinity Church yesterday 
morning. Four hundred clergymen were pres< 
ent when the convention was called to order by 
Assistant Bishop Henry C. Potter. Before 9 


o’clock every seat in the church was occupied, 
and each little bench of a long row placed in the 
middle aisle contained two clergymen. Laymen 
and Jaywomen occupied most of the pews on 
both sides of the church. 

The opening prayer was made by Assistant 
Bishov Potter. he Rev. Henry Bedinger read 
the lesson. The sermon was preached by the 
Rev. Dr. W. J. Seabury, of the Fourteenth- 
street Annunciation Church. In some of the 
front pews and scattered throughout the church 
were such eminent churchmen as_ Bishon 
E. N. Littlejohn, of Long Islana; Bishop 
Doane, of Albany; Bishop A. Clevelana Coxe, 
of Buffalo; Bishop Scarborough, of New-Jersey; 
Bishop Whitehead, of Pennsylvania: Bishop 

uintard, of Tennessee; the Rev. Dr. Dix, the 

ev. Dr. Charles Hall, of Brooklyn: the Rev. 
Dr. Moore, of Long Island; the Rev. Mr. Hiil, of 
Long Island; the Rev. Drs. Pitter, Windsor, 
Tucker. and Babcock, the Rev. Mr. Olmstead, 
the Rev. Drs. Payue and Cobdell, of Albany; the 
Rev. Dr. Morgan, of St. Thomas’s Church, and 
the Rev. Dr. Hobart. Among the laymen pres- 
ent were Mayor Seth Low, of Brooklyn, and 
Vice-Commodore W. B. Douglas, of the New- 
York Yacht Club. 

It was 1 o’clock before the preliminary service 
was finished. The convention then organized, 
with Assistant Bishop Potter as Cnairman and 
the Kev. Dr. Lobdeill, of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Harlem, as Secretary. The convention organ- 
ized only to adjourn. During the services and 
while the clergymen were in the vicinity of the 
church aman stood at the gate leading to the 
graveyard. Hebeld in his hand a list of 18 
names. The owners of the names were the most 
prominent clergymen at the convention. They 
were privileged to enter the graveyard. All 
others were debarred. At 2 o’clock the dele- 
gates to the convention sat down to dinner at 
the Metropolitan Opera House.

THE FLOUR MARKET. 
cncianieacrsntesice 
A CONSTANTLY INCREASING OUTPUT BY 
-MINNESOTA MILLERS. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 30. — The 
weekly review of the flour production in Minne- 
apolis by the Northwestern Miiler for its issue 
of Oct. 2says: ** Matters have resumed their old- 
time activity on the platform. Though most of 
the mills last week were cut short one to three 


days, yet the flour production reached nearly 
21,000 barrels daily. In actual figures the output 
was 125,776 barrels, averaging 20,963 barrels 
or. against 79,515 the preceding week and 139,- 
626 barrels for the corresponding time in 1884. 
This figure foreshadows something of what may 
be expected the present week. AJ! except one 
of twenty-three miils are in motion, and there 
are but a few that are not running with 
the heaviest feed they can take. Mill owners 
are anxious to increase the flour output and 
the operative millers respond to their bebests 
to an extent only limited by power and ma- 
chtnery. The indications on Tuesday P omen to 
this week’s production being over 150, barrels 
and the heaviest on record. The majority of the 
milis are using new wheat with old, in propor- 
tions of from 10 to 50 per cent., and, while a lit- 
tie hard to grind, it is reported to make a very 
strong flour, some muilers claiming it contains 
more gluten than last year’s crop. The flour 
market rules heavy and inactive, with the mills 
running on old orders.

OPPOSITION TO INDIAN AGENT OWEN. 

LitTLeE Rock, Ark., Sept. 30.—Advices 
from the Indian Territory say that a portion of 
the Cherokees are disposed to antagonize the ap- 
pointment of Robert L. Owen as Indian Agent 
at Union Agency. Owen is himself a Cherokee, 


and is declared ineligible because of a ruling 
made by Attorney-General Garland. The Hon. 
William Ross, formeriy Chief of the Cherokees, 
and who was once gppointed Agent before his 
election as Chief, nas written g leer giving the 
reason for bis appointment having been with- 
drawn. He says: “I went to Washington to 
secure my confirmation as Agent. Senator 
Bogy, of the Committee ou Indian Affairs, 
also Senators Allison and Morrill, objected 
because I was a citizen of the Cherokee 
Nation and not of the United States. Senator 
Morrill put to me the direct inquiry as to the 
course I would take in any question that should 
arise between the Government and the Chero- 
kees. I answered that I did not anticipate any 
of a serious character. He replied neither did 
he, butif it should happen where would I go. 
My response was that I would not abandon my 
people, and then the interview ended and my 
name was withdrawn by President Grant.” 
Owen has charge of the five civilized tribes. It 
is understood his appointment will not be con- 
firmed by the United States Senate.

THE OLD BAY STATE TICKET 


GOV. ROBINSON AND THE OTHERS 
RENOMINATED, 

ONLY ONE CHANGE MADE—SENATORS HOAR 
AND HAWLEY ADDRESS THE CONVEN- 
TICN—THE PLATFORM. 

SPRINGFIELD, Sept. 30.—The Republican 
Etate Convention to-day fulfilled the popular 
expectation by renominating all the present 
State officers except the Treasurer, who is in- 
eligible, and selecting Chairman Beard of fhe 
State Committee, for that vacancy. There 
were no rival candidates presented, and the 
only contest arose over the tone of some 
of the resolutions. The younger men in 
the committee and on the ficor labored 
hard for some recognition of State issues in the 
platform, particularly for declarations in favor 
of biennial elections, more frequent payments 
of wages by corporations,a board of arbitra- 
tion, the employers’ liability act, and other 
local issues. The older men, including ex- 
Coliector Beard, opposed these planks, notably 
that for biennial elections, and it was only at 
the last moment that the “old liners” were 
perruaded to submit to the inevitable ana con- 
tnt themselves with simply entering their 
protest in the convention. The Hon. A. W. 
Beard was chosen temporary Chairman and Col. 


J.J, Whipple temporary Secretary, after which 
Mr. Beard addressed the convention, His re- 


marks were frequently applauded. Committees 
on Credentials, Resolutions, and Permanent Or- 
ganization were then appointed.” A Committee 
of Finance was also appointed to collect 
fonds from the delegates betore any other 
business was transacted. The Committee on 
Credentials reported that 328 cities and towns 


were represented by 1,022 delegates. The Hon, 
G. F. Hoar was elected permanent President and 


made an address, in which he reviewed the issues 
of the day. At the outset he cordially welcomed 
the independents back into the ranksof the 
arty. ** The Republican Party,” he_ said, 
“is not a church nor a_conciave. 
no Pope nor Bishop. No man can 
pose conditions of admission. No man 
has power of excommunication. Every 


man is welcome, free to come, aud free to atay.” 
The Senator proceeded to deal with what he 


called the stapie of the arguments of the Demo- 
crats: that the Republicans were Bourbons, 
dealing with dead issues, appealing to sectional 
prejudice, and keeping alive the hatred of tne 
war. He discussed the grounds upon which 
these charges were based, 
party and in individual application, and 
then explained what the true policy of 


the Republican Party is and should be 
toward the South, In discussing the principle 


andthe practice of true civil service reform, 
Mr. Hoar was frank to say that he liked some 
things the National Administration had done. 
Continuing, he said: ** Th dministration has 
been in office little more than six months. But 
looking behind its acts to the principles upon 
which they are founded, we find plenty 
of material for a comparison between its 


supporters and its Republican opponents 
n the matter of civil service reform. 


The American people must judge of Ad- 
miristrations not by whatthey say, but by what 
they do. Tney must be tried by the standard of 
conduct, not of professions. No great reform 
was ever brought to pass by the attempt to 
serve God and the Democratic Party at thesame 
time. The Administration has n in office 
less than seven months, but that has been quite 


Jong enough to illustrate the difference between 


atrueandapretended reform in civil service, 
When the President said, in his inaugural, 


* Civilservice reform shou!d be ingood faith en- 
forced. Our citizens have the right to pretection 
from the vicious methods of those who expect 
the rewards of. partisan service,’ we all agreed 
witb his supporters that it was well said. But 
when, deliberately and with full knowledge, he 
conferred a high Federal office on the arch-con- 


spirator in the attempt to defeat the honest will 
of the people in the Maine election, an appoint. 
ment only to be explained by a desire to reward 


his ‘vicious methods in the past,’ or to profit 
by them in the future, differ from his 
supporters, and say it was not well done.” 
Speaking of the tariff, Senator Hoar admitted 
that the present tariff system is in some parts 
imperfect and unequal; that there are duties on 
raw material that may profitably be removed 
and other duties that may profitably be reduced, 


To secure for American manufacture every 
advantage and take off every weight 


in its competition for the world’s mar- 
kets, he said, should be a constant object of 
care. In concluding with a _ peroration on 
the glory and pride of Massachusetts, Senator 
Hoar said: ** There is not a drop of batred in her 
blood. She loves alike, without a single bitter 
memory, the States who stood in arms against 
her and the States who stood by her side. She 
only asks to live with them under the Constitu- 
tion as an equal, and as an equal to walk with 
them the common pathway to prosperity and 
glory. 

Senator Hoar’s speech wearied the delegates 
by its length, the latter part especially talling 
upon very unwilling ears. Gen. Hawley, of 
Connecticut, whois very popular in the west- 
ern part of the State, was introduced late in 
tbe afternoon and was received with enthusi- 
asm. At the conclusion of his remarks, 
just as the convention was about to 
dissolve, E. Moody Boynton, the Greenbacker, 
who stumped some of the Western States for 
Blaine last year, offered resolutions to have gold, 
Bilver, and greenbacks deciared of equal value 
as standards of currency, and against any fut- 
ure contraction of the volume of currency per 
capita. His proposition was summarily rejected 
by the delegates, though in the confusion Sen- 
ator Hoar said: ** The yeas have it.”” 

The following nominations were made: 
Gov. Robinson was renominated for Governor, 
Oliver Ames for Lieuteuant-Governor, and the 
Hon. Henry 8B. Pierce for Secretary of State by 
acclamation. The Hon. A. W. Beard, of Boston, 
Was nominated for State Treasurer and Re- 
ceiver-General, The Hon. Charles R. Ladd was 
renominated for Auditor and Edgar L, Sherman 
for Attorney-General. All received a unani- 
mous vote. 

The platform adopted is as follows: 


We, the Republicans of Massachusetts, in conven- 
tion assembled reaffirm, once more our adherence to 
those principles of freedom, equality, and national 
supremacy and iiberail constitutional construction 
upon which our party was founded and by which it has 
prospered and been enabled to advance the welfare of 
the country. 

We renew our pledges to the soldiers and sailors of 
the war thai all shall be done for them and theirs, 
both in State and Nation, that justice and gratitude 
alike demand. 

We demand the prompt enactment by Congress of a 
general bankrupt law substantially as passed by the 
Senate of the United States during the last Congress. 

Wedemand the immediate and unconditional sus- 
pension of the overvalued silver dollar. 

We urge the vigorous enforcement of the Edmunds 
law in Utah, with the passage of such amendments as 
will give it increased efficiency, and the encourage- 
ment of the“ Kansas plan” of settling the Mormon 
territory with law-abiding American citizens. 

We give to the Civil Service act passed by a Repub- 
lican Congress our hearty and continued approval, and, 
in accordance with our last national platform, we de- 
mand the extension of the principles of that act to all 
the business offices of the Government and the repeal 
of the four years’ tenure law. 

We favor any reforms, revisions, or reductions in 
the customs duties which will benefit our labor or our 
industries, but we pledge ourselves again to the firm

THE COAL PRODUCERS’ FIGHT. 


TRYING TO FORM A COMBINATION TO IN- 
@LUDE THE PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 30.—It was stated 

yesterday in railroad circles that the peace 

policy of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
toward the Reading Kailroad involves the mak- 
ing of the coa! combination: for 1886 so solid 
that it will prevent a repetition of the demorali- 





zation that has occurred in the aathracite: 


coal trade this year. When the combina- 
tion now in effect was formed the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company was awarded 8 per cent. 
of a total output of 30,000,000 tons. That com- 
pany refused to enter the combination, stating 
that it could not bea party to an arrangement 
that proposed the restriction of an article of 
necessity. 

At the time the combination was formed, 
there were 1,600,000 tons of coal above grouné 
and for which there was no market. The bi- 
tuminous coals were coming freely into com- 
petition with anthracite coal, and meet this 
the combination on Jan, 26, increased the out- 
put from 30,000,000 to 31,000,000 tons, designating 
the increase as the ** fighting million.” By this 
was meant that the extra million could be ysed 
tor ne gy | off the competition which was 
offered by the soft coals. Thus far the com- 
bination has been anything but successful. 
The 1,000,000 tons excess which was on hand at 
the time of the formation of the compact be- 
tween the companies is still an embarrassing 
feature of the trade, and it is estimated that 
there has been an accumulation of fully 800,000 
tous since the beginning of the year, The Penn- 
syivania Railroad Company has been a free lance 
and has frequently cut the prices in this market, 


demoralizing the trade and forcing the Reading 
and other contributors to this market to meet 


its prices. 

It was early seen thata combination with so 
important a factor asthe Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company ieft out could not possibly have the 
effect desired. The New-York companies gquick- 
ly discovered this, and began to sell coal at the 
best prices they could obtain. Following this 


came a general warfare among the coal 
companies, There was no observed circular 
price, and each company accused the other 


ot cutting. The elaware, Lackawanna 
and Western pursued a course entirely inde- 
pendent of the rules of the combination, ard the 
Delaware and Hudson did the same thing. They 
would listen to no arrument from the others, 
and acted independently, securing customers 
wherever they could find them, and at the best 


price possible, Other companies were not long 


‘in, signa and the trade became thoroughly 


demoralize 

It isin the midst of a demoralized condition of 
the anthracite coal trade that the Pennsy!vania 
and Reading Railroad Companies have come to- 
gether for the purpose of making peace. The 
Pennsylivazia, allied with Mr. Vanderbilt, seeks 
peace for the whole railroad situation, and peace 
among the coal roads, it is contended, could best 
be accomplished by so strengthening the coal 


combination that the producers would all stand 
together. The best way to do this, it is also con- 


tended, is for the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company to become a part of the combi- 
nation. This would have a double. effect 
upon the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
as it would make its position in the coal com- 
bination more tranquil and also render it less 
obstinate in the trunk line pool. It was stated 
upon good authority yesterday that the rules 


of the combination for next year would he 


somewhat changed from those in force now, in 


order that the scruples of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company against entering into any 
agreement which restricted the production of a 
necessity might not be trenched upon.

THEY ASK ALL COLORED MEN TO ACT IN- 


DEPENDENTLY IN POLITICS. 
LYNCHBURG, Va., Sept. 30.—The State 
Convention of colored men assembled here to- 
day. M. V. Beckley, of Richmond, who was 
made permanent Chairman, addressed the con- 


vention, saying that this convention had not as- 


sembled as Republicans’or Democrats, but as 


citizens of Virginia, claiming the right of free- 
men. The eyesof the world are upon the colored 
eople of the State, he said, and hoped their de- 
iberations would demonstrate that they were 
worthy to be citizens. The following address 
was adopted amid great cheering: 
To the Colored Peopie of Virginia; 
Whereas, We, colored people of Virginia, believing, 
as we do, that the time has come for us to call a halt 


ja the unqualified support we have given the Republi- 


can Party, do here in convention assembled solemnly 
declare ourselves politically independent itn ali matters 
which pertain to us as citizens and voters of this Com- 
monwealth. We have for 25 ars adher to our 
former political associates with unparalleled fidelity, 
because in those dark days of reconstruction the He- 
pnubiican Party proved that it was the only party to 


which the colored men of the -outh could consistently 
ally themselves. Tothat end the colored voters nobly 
responded, and raised to power and place 
men who grew wealthy while sdminister- 
ing the laws of the United states Govern- 
ment in the Southern States. We feel ever 


grateful for what has been done, but now the time has 
come ior us to think, act. vote, and speak for our- 
selves, und especially so since the Republicans have 
practically abandoned us in former campaigns, and in 
all matters where the negro ought to have had recog- 
nition in proportion to voting strength and intelli- 
gence. e know, too, that many of our race have been 
murdered in the Southern states, but the causes which 
led to these sad occurrences which have spilled our 
blood and created a bitter race antagonism, which now 
retard our progress and muke it difficult for usto 
liveinthe land of our birth, are largely traceable to 
the mismanagement of tne federal officeholders in 
our section. ‘these foregoing reasons iead us to adopt 
such methods and to so demean ourselves 1s to make 
friends of those whose interests are identical in every 
way with our own. 

We therefore appeal to the colored Bene of our 
native State to look welltothe aitered condition of 
affairs, and in the future to make such pulitical al- 
liances as will most advance our Interests, education- 
ally, financially, and politically. We feel sure that tnere 
is. throughout the broad limits of the Commonwealth, 
a general disposition on the part of the white people 
to accord us ail our rights before the law, and to meet 
us heartily in ~ ag | advance we muke for the uphold- 
ing of our people. It behooves us then to so use our 
ballots that we may drive out all discordant elements 
in Virginia, whether they be headed by natives or 
aliens to the State. ; 

We also condemn the raising of the race issue by 
any class of men who essay to lead the masses, be- 
cause it can do nothing but prove detrimental to our 
cause and our interests. 

We therefore ask a hearty co-operation of our peo- 
le in Virginia to the success of our movement. 
Ve have cause to be thankful for the lib- 

erality of the present National Administration 
to our people in the South. We also believe 
our relations to the State debt are such as to justify us 
in hoping that Virginia will be relieved from her pres- 
ent financial embarrassments by aid from the Federal 
Government. which wiil enable her better to provide 
for all the material interests of her citizensand bring 
about that universal good feeling which ought to ex- 
ist between the two races,

THE NEW TARIEF RATES. 
FOREIGN CONTRACTS TO HAVE TEN DAYS 
x TO RUN. 

OCx1caco, Sept. 30,—The General Freight 
Agents of the various roads running east from 
Chicago to-day decided that all for- 
eign business contracted for previous to 
Monday will have the usual 10 days 
to be carried out, but all contracts since that 
day must be loaded by to-morrow night, or else 
the business will be charged full tariff rates. It 
is expected that it will take about a week 
or more to dispose of all the business in 
transit, and it is not likely that much 
business will be shipped at the new rates 
during this or next week. ‘The trunk 
line managers meet in New-York to-muor- 
row to consider plans for the reorganization 
of the Joint Executive Committee pool. The 
business of the old pool was equalized by di- 
versions only, and the system did not work sat- 
isfactorily. The proposition now ts to strength- 
enthe agreement by forming a 
pool, whereby all balances that cannot be 
evened up by diversion will be settled in money 
Dayments at the end of each month. 
It is also proposed to re-elect Mr. Aibert Fink as 
Commissioner, and Mr. N. Guilford, Assistant 
Commissioner, The latter, however, is to look 
more after the details hereafter, while Mr. Fink 
is to have general supervision of affairs, and at 
the same time act ax arbitrator. The general 
impression here is that such an agreement will 


be perfected, and that peace and harmony be- 
tween the Eastern roads wili be fully restored. 


ROADS IN THE NORTHWEST. 
Sr. Pavz, Minn, Sept. 80.—John Muir, 


Traffic Manager of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company, passed through here yes- 
terday on his return from the East. He is of the 
opinion that the Oregon lease is off. He said 
the Directory of his road was no longer anxious 
that the lease should be consummated.

* Because,”? was the answer, “it is a private 
tatter, and I have rot had time since last night 


to consult my counsel. The Fairchild and the 
Cossitt & Godwin commiussions-were paid me in 
checks, but I do not remember how long after 
the city had paid for the property.” 

“You say you kept all your own commis- 
sions ?” 

“Yes, Sir.” ; 

“What did you mean by saying that your 
share of one sale did not pan out to you more

DETECTIVES ARREST THREE YOUNG AND 


STUPID FORGERS. 

Detectives Heidelberg, Lanthier, and 
Dolan yesterday came into the Tombs Police 
Court with three prisoners—George M. Horn, 
Lorenzo D. Cronniger, and George Harris, who 
also calied himself Bedford—whom they charged 
with forgery. Horn had formerly been em- 
ployed as clerk in the office of William Miller, of 
the Produce Exchange, and about three months 
ago he was discharged by that gentleman be- 
cause he did not like his clerk’s acquaintances.

He waiked up 
to the Cashier’s desk and presented a check for 
$180, payable to C. Howa or bearer, and 
purporting to be signed by William Miller. The 
Cashier glanced at the ocbeck and exclaimed, 
“This is a forgery.” Cronniger started to run, 
but was caught in Lanthier’s open arms.

Horn then made a statement, in which he said 
that on Tuesday Harris and Cronniger suggest- 
ed to him the idea, of forging Mr. Miller’s name 
toacheck.

PUTTING ON MORE CARS. 





THE PRESSURE OF TRAVEL ON THE ELE- 
VATED RAILROAD. 

The pressure of travel upon the elevated 
railroads during the commission hours of the 
afternoon has grown so great that for several 
weeks past the Chief Engineer and General 
Manager of the roads have been devising means 
for the better accommodation of the public. 
Col. Hain said yesterday that for three weeks 
past the trains on the Third-avenue line from 
Chatham-square had been made up of five cars, 


and that work was now going on to lengthen 
the switches at City Hall and South Ferry 
so that similar trains could be run from 
those points. The stations, he said, were 
sufficiently spacious all along the line 
to permit the entrance and egress ot passengers 
from each of the five cars. On the Sixth-avenue 
line Col. Hain said that the same train system 
would be put into operation as soon as the sta- 
tions were sufficiently enlarged. This would 
take some time, and until then the four car trains 
would continue to run. 

Speaking of the safety of running such trains, 
Manager Hain said that as the weigntof not 
more than one car rested upon a single set of 
girders, trains of 100 cars could be run as safely 
as one Sar provided the engine was not too 
heavy. The present engines have sufficient 
traction power to draw trains of six cars, and 
the proposed new train system would not neces- 
sitate any changes in the engines.

EXECUTOR FRENCH REMOVED. 

Surrogate Rollins yesterday granted an 
application for the removal of Thomas J. 
Freach as Executor and Testamentary Trustee 
of the estate of Richard French upon the ground 
of mismanagement. The Surrogate states that 
he is satisfied that Thomas J. French’s purpose in 
refusing to accept an offer to lease French's 
Hotel at the corner of Chatham and Frankfort 
streets was to preventany other than himself 
from obtaining control and possession of the 
property, though he gave as his reason that 
more security should be demanded. Surrogate 
Rollins considered this such unwise manuge- 
ment as to unfit him for the due administration 
of bis trust. The Sugrogate denied an applica- 
tion for an accounting at present, although he 
thinks the Executors have been remiss in their 
duties to some extent, es ly in not oversee- 
ing the transactions of omas J. French and 
leaving him to his management of the estate 
without protests : 
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SWISS AND GERMAN LACES. 


THE METHOD OF VALUATION SUGGESTED BY 
‘THE IMPORTERS. 

A largely attended meeting of importers, 
manufacturers, and others in this city interested 
in arriving at a basis of market value for Swiss: 
and German machine made embroideries and 
laces, was held at Manhattan Hotel, in Canal- 
street, yesterday afternoon. Nearly every prom- 
inent lace importing house of the city was rep- 
resented. John Gibb, of the firm of Mills & 
Gibb, presided, Charles Haager acting as Secre- 
tary. J. Steiger-Meyer, a large manufacturer of 
laces at St. Gall, Switzerland, made some re- 
marks concerning the lace making industry of 
Switzerland. He said that the union of the lace 
manufacturers and exporters there had fixed 
the market price of lace embroideries at 
28 centimes for six-quarter and 33 centimes for 
four-quarter patterns, per 100 stitches per aune. 
He recommended the adoption by the meeting 
of the schedule of ratings of market values 
agreed upon by the committee appointed at 
Tuesday’s meeting. Mr. Shaw, of Tefft, Weller 
& Co., moved that the meeting recommend to 
the United States customs authorities that they 
fix a valuation upon German and Swiss lace em- 
broidery importations at American ports, based 
upon the cost of materials, bleaching, finishing, 
&c., and add 74% per cent. thereto for manufact- 
uring profits. his was carried, with an amend- 
ment by Mr. Hirsch, of Einstein, Hirsch & Co., 
substituting 10 for 7% ver cent. profits. A reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Steiger-Meyer, offering 
that it was the sense of the meeting that cotton 
embroideries and Egyptian laces could only be 
truly and correctly appraised by counting the 
stitches, was also adopted, 

In discussing the recommendations of Mr. 
Steiger-Meyer relative to the schedule prepared 
by the committee appointed at Tuesday's meet- 
ing, Mr, eee ry representing H. B. Claflin & 
Co., suggested that the mode thereby provided 
for arriving at a settlement of the question of 
valuation would not stand in law. ** The goods,” 
said he, “must comein atthe market price of 





.the country where they are purchased; they 


must be entered at that price at the Custom 
House here, and the only way to secure a per- 
manent remedy of present evils is to secure a 
achange in the law—get Congress tO pass a 
special law on the subject." Mr. Henriques read 
a letter from Mr. Claflin, in which the writer 
took the ground that the present method of 
summoning merchants to the Custom House to 
guess the value of lace importations is entirely 
unsatisfactory. Itisapt, he urged, to work in- 
justice either to the Government or the im- 
porter. 

Gen. H. W. McCoombs, of Baltimore, one of 
the general Appraisers of the customs depart- 
ment, explained that his understanding of the 
purposes of those participating in the meeting 
wasthat the mercnants of New-York are to 
furnish to the Appraisers of the port the proper 
elements of values entering into the manu- 
facture of all German and Swiss lace émbroidery 
imported here. It is impossible, he said, for the 
Appraisers’ department to determine the mar- 
ket value of material in these laces; therefore it 
is necessary for the value to be ascertained from 
some trustworthy source. **The Government 
will not enter into any contract with the im- 
porters, but they are to furnish the information 
and then the question of value is afterward to 
be determined by the Appraisers’ department. 
Vhat can then very readily be done.” General 
Avpraiser Brower, of this district, afirmed the 
position taken by Gen. McCoombs, and added 
that the General Government would give due 
heed to the representationa of the merchants 
and importers of New-York in regard to the 
matter under discussion. 

The meeting decided to furnish the appraising 
department with the elements of cost entering 
into the manufacture of !ace embroideries, and 
what would be, all things considered, a fair 
manufacturer's profit. « 

A committee of seven American shippers in 
St. Gall, Switzerland, shall be selected to report, 
in conjunction with the United States Consul 
there, “the market rates for stitching during 
each month to the customs authorities, and that 
all invoices for cotton embroidery shipped prior 
to Aug. 15, 1885, from St. Gall, if now under re- 
appraisement, shall be appraised at the market 
value at the rate of stitching on theiday of ship- 
ment of said | pee plus 10 ver cent. added only 
to the cost of goodsinthe gray. But all goods 
shipped on or after Aug. 15, 1885, shall be ap- 
praised on the system adopted.” It was also 
voted that the Secretary of State be requested 
to direct the United States Consul at St. Gail to 
have samples of all invoices of lace embroidery 
sent to him, and to have their stitches verified, 
and also to direct that an expert be employed by 
the Cousul for the purpose. 





THE ALLEGED DYNAMITERS.

DRY GOODS CLERKS ON TRIAL FOR BLOW- 
ING UP GARRY BROTHERS’ STORE. 

Two spruce young fellows, with well 
fitting clothes, high collars, and nicely polished 
shoes, were marched by an officer into the Gen- 
eral Sessions Court yesterday, linked together 
by a pair of handcuffs. They were Thomas P. 
Fitzpatrick and David J. Naughton, the alleged 
dynamiters, who were indicted with Peter A. 
Daley for blowing in the front of Garry Broth- 
ers’ dry goods store at 2 o'clock onthe morning 
of Feb.1. Two menmore inoffensive and guile- 
less in appearance probably never sat as prisoners 


incourt. Messrs. Howe & Hummel were present 
to defend them. Great care was exercised in 
securing a competent jury, and about 30 men 
were examined before a satisfactory dozen were 
found. Assistant District Attorney Nicoll 
opened the prosecution by telling the story of 
the troubles which had existed prior to the ex- 
plosion between Garry Brothers and the Equaili- 
ty Association, of which his employes, the de- 
fendants included, were members. They cul- 
minated in a general strike of Garry Brothers’ 
clerks the ,night before New Year’s Day. 
Naughton was appointed a walking delegate by 
the association and tried at various times to 
effect a compromise between the strikers and 
their former employers, but without avail. They 
were still unreconciled at the time of the explo- 


sion. 

Mr. Nicoll stated that a secret meeting of the 
Equality Association was held on the night before 
the expiosion in a ball at the rear of the saloon at 
No. Orchard-street. The defendants were 
among those present. The bartender of the 
saloon, it was said, will testify that a package 
was left by astrange man with him the same 
day, with directions that it be given to Naugh- 
ton, and that after the meeting referred to 
Naughton took it and, with the codefendant 
and others, left the saloon; that the bartender, 
unknown to them, followed and saw the package 
placed under the window; then the men scat- 
tered and a moment later the explosion oc- 
curred. 

Thomas Garry, of the firm of Garry Brothers, 
and John P. Leslie, his Superintendent, testified 
to the trouble with employes and to the appear- 
ance of the store after the explosion. A dent 
half an inch deep had been made in the stone flag- 
ging and a piece of a tin canister was found near 
by. The article was offered in evidence. An 
expert will testify that the can contained about 
six pounds of gunpowder. The trial will be re- 
sumed this morning. 





PRAYING FOR HER ENEMIES. 

The Aldermanic Railroad Committee 
gave another hearirg yesterday to those inter- 
ested in various schemes that have been brought 
before the Common Council. Lawyer Foster, in 
behalf of the Thirty-fourth-Street Ferry and 


Eleventh-Avenue Railroad Company, presented 
a petition signed py 2,000 persons in favor of the 
proposed road. rs. Van Loon, an interested 
nee: tog owner, spoke against the construction 
of the road. She said that those whv favored 
the scheme were paid for doing 50, 
and called upon God to forgive the railroad 
monopolies. Lawson N. Fuller also opposed 
the road. Mr. Fuller, amid laughter, charged that 
the horse railroad men had stolen the consent of 
the property owners which he had obtained for 
the use of the cable road projectors. After 
some further arguments the public hearing on 
this road was closed. Arguments were then 
listened to on behalf of the applications to ex- 
tend the Houston, West-Street ana Pavonia 
Ferry Railroad, and the Harlem Bridge, Mor- 
risania and Fordham Railroad. Charlies Blandy 
opposed the proposed extension, because the 
tracks would interfere with trucks. The further 
hearing was postponed until Oct. 3.

ACCUSED OF LARCENY. 





‘HOW A BRILLIANT FINANCIAL SCHEME HAS 
TURNED OUT. 

Alfred Pfannkuche, a young Austrian, 
living at No. 82 West Thirty-second-street, who 
is the Superintendent of the Pfannkuche Manu- 
facturing Company, was arraigned yesterday 
before Justice O'Reilly, at the Jefferson Market, 
to answer a charge of larceny made against 
him by Mr. George B. Markle, a_ resi- 
dent of the Hoffman House, who is 
one of the Trustees of the company. The 
specific complaint is for the larceny of 
$166 66, the property of the company, and 
in his affidavit Mr. Markle avers that Pfann- 


kuche was appointed Superintendent of the 
company, his salary and remuneration of his 
services to consist of a certain percentage of the 

rofits. It is alleged that in May last Pfann- 

uche induced the company to employ Hugo 
Tirmannand Julius Barz to manufacture carbon 
paints for them ata salary of $6,000 per annum, 
that is, $4,500 for Tirmann and $1,500 for Barz, 
and that during the time they have been em- 
P ployed by them Pfannkuche has drawn $2,500 
to pay the salaries of these men for five months. 

Recently it was discovered that Pfannkuche 
bad made an arrangement with Tirmann that 
out of the $4,500, his salary as by his contract 
with the company, he wasto receive $2,500 for 
his services, and that Pfannkuche was to receive 
and retain the balance of $2,000. In accordance 
with this arrangement Pfannkuche had dis- 
bursed $1,666 66 of the $2,500 drawn out of the 
funds of the company and had retained $8338 30 
for his own use, or $166 66 per month for the 
time that Tirmann was in the employ of the 
company. Annexed to the complaint of Mr. 
Markle was an affidavit made by Hugo Tirmann, 
in which he testifies to the arrangement to de- 
fraud the company made between him and 
Pfannkuche. The accused pleaded not guilty 
and was released on $1,000 bail for trial at the 
General Sessions.

F. BUTLER IS PREPARED TO 

DO LIKEWISE, 

Owing to the failure of the Commissioner 
of Public Works to answer a requisition for 
more seats in the Surrogate’s Court, most of the 
people who crowded into the court room in the 
hope of hearing Gen. Butler in the Hoyt will 
case yesterday were compelled to stand. The 
court room loungers were there in force. Ex- 
United States District Attorney Elihu Root’s 
closing argument for the defense occupied the 
entire day. Mr. Root continued his argument 
showing the condition of Jesse Hoyt’s mind at 
the time that the will of 1882 was made, 


and finished his plea by a reply to the 
charges of undue influence. Mr. Hoyt’s 
memory during his last illness extended, Mr. 
Root claimed, through the entire range of the 
business that he had followed for so many years. 
Little weight should be given to the testimony 
of experts who declared that Mr. Hoyt’s mem- 
ory was “limited to his physical state.” Ex- 
perts are apt to be biased and were often paid to 
give certain opinions. Mr. Root argued that 
the !etter written by Mr. Hoyt on June 24, 
1882, which it was claimed by counsel for the 
contestant showed signs of an enfeebled and 
wandering mind, was in reality written in the 
jerky, elliptical style common with business 
men. A letter written by Mr. Hoyt in 1881 was 
produced to show a similarity in style. 

In support of the argument that it was Mr. 
Hoyt himself who sent Mary to an asylum for 
the insane, Mr. Root cited the testimony of wit- 
nesses, the statements in some of Mr. Hoyt’s let- 
ters, and the general attending circumstances of 
Mary Hoyt’s mental condition at that time. But 
whether Mary Hoyt was insane or not, Mr. 
Root claimed, was of no earthly account in this 
case,
